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CYCLE PROFILE- 
O’Leary Has Ridden Iron Ponies

Jack O’Leary, Yamaha Motorcycle 
dealer in Austin, Texas, has a room full 
of trophies earned over a 34-year span 
of riding motorcycles, 

His sign at 7935 Burnet Road says 
simply: Jack O’Leary Motorcycle Sales, 


O’Leary has been in the motorcycle 
business for 22 years. His career with 
motorcycles began when he was 16 years 
old and living in San Antonio, Texas. 

“T managed to save and scrape and 
bought an old Indian. After working it 
over, I then traded it in and kept trading 
up until I managed a new machine, but I 
can assure you this was quite a problem 
for a schoolboy and took lots of doing,’’ 
he reminisced, 

Most of the early day competition was 
scrambling and TT racing and O’Leary 
put many a rider to shame as he hit 
Texas tracks over an 8-year span, Every 
weekend from April to September back 
in the 30’s there was wide excitement in 
racing. O'Leary won his first trophy — 
а small wooden plaque with a dull gray 
miniature machine with a rider on it— 
when he was 18. 

“Despite ‘hot-shoe artists’ and many 
other tricks learned by weekendracers, 
the percentage of accidents in motor- 
cycle racing then, as now, is small," 
he said, 

O'Leary declares that it takes more 
“guts” to drive on city streets than it 
does to race, There are no automobile 
drivers on the track, he said. 

“For some reason or other,” O’ Leary 
pointed ош, ““саг drivers expect the 
motorcycle to get out of the way, no 
matter who has the right of way. I guess 
that is because the car is larger," 
he concluded. 

While the Austin dealer rides many 
miles each year, his son, now 16, is 
learning from his dad all the fine points 
of the sport of motorcycling and has 
participated in many of the meets in 
Austin as well as Central Texas, 

Each year, Mexico and the U.S, parti- 
cipate in a joint 150-mile endurance run 
on the first Sunday in May. This annual 
event is called Cinco de Mayo and is 
usually held in the valley town of San 
Juan, Texas, but spills over into Mexico 
some years. The event draws motor- 
cyclists from long distances. The cross- 
country endurance run, with 100 to 250 
contestants, is a popular event in this 
area. 

“We are particularly impressed by 
the number of people who like the cross- 
country events. The Austin and Central 
Texas area is perhaps one of the most 
scenic and picturesque sections to be 
found anywhere in the nation, and these 
events encompass everything from 
mountains to lake areas, rocky areas, 
and some desert strips,” the Yamaha 
dealer pointed out. 

There is a new buying pattern in the 
Texas capital section, O’Leary said. 
The motorcycle market has been over 
the years a teenager market and to a 
degree they still buy and hold the key to 
future sales for any dealer. 

“Our newest market has become the 
university student between the ages of 
20 to 30. Here in Austin we have an en- 
rollment of some 30,000 University of 
Texas students who find a motorcycle 
expedient to ride to classes or for scenic 
spins out in the lake or mountain areas 
west of the city’’, he said, 
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* We are not surprised with this new 
market," O'Leary pointed out, **but the 
demand is growing; instead of the pur- 
chase of 60-80 and 100cc bikes, this 
crop of buyers go strong for the 250- 
350cc type,” he said. 

Amazing, also, is the fact that some 
70% of the sales made by Jack O’Leary 
Motorcycle Sales is cash. Some credit 
sales are financed, and they are wel- 
comed by this Texas dealer, The reason 
he advances for the cash sales is that the 
city is the capitol and has many state 
agencies, Most of these state depart- 
ments have credit unions, thus financing 
proves easy. Motorcycle minded folk just 
come in, get the price, and soon they are 
back with a check or cash and say, ‘‘roll 
her out, I’m ready to ride.” Simple 
as that, 

The tree-shaded area around Jack 
O’Leary’s firm is a complete one-stop 
service for motorcyclists in Central 
Texas. Because he has been in business 
22 years, (12 at the present location), 








and because he is dependable, he 
prospers, 

The firm utilizes consistent radio ad- 
vertising as well as newspaper inches. 
Additionally, the telephone yellow pages 
in all the cities in Central Texas carry 
the Jack O’Leary ad. But perhaps the 
outstanding thing about this remarkable 
dealer is his active participation in 
events and the many trophies in his office 
and home proving his prowess on the 
“iron ponies,’ 

Nearly any day you'll find 15-20 motor- 
cycles in the workshop of O'Leary's 
dealership — some of which are from 
almost 150 miles away. These fellows 
want to talk shop and they've found a 
man who not only can talk the language 
from practical experience but likes to 
talk it, It's in his blood, 

Mrs. O'Leary is a motorcycle fan, 
also. Says she's not afraid to ride with 
Jack anywhere and loves the sport tre- 
mendously. ** We've been chasing these 
iron ponies a long, long time,’’ she says, 
“and that’s the only way we're happy." 

O’Leary’s sage advice to any new 
dealer sums up about like this; ‘‘Takes 
lots of hard work, then more hard work, 
a deep inventory in parts and strict ad- 
herence to factory service recommenda- 
tions. Being lazy and hoping for the best 
just won't get the job done.”

HOW THEY VOTED ON 
MOTORCYCLE MATTERS

Legislative Notebook 
California Voters: Here’s Who is 
With Us and Who Isn't. 


Readers have asked us to recap the 
positions of the members of the Califor- 
nia legislature on motorcycle legislation, 

John F, Foran, twice introduced man- 
datory helmet legislation, fought very 
hard for its passage. He isfrom Assem- 
bly District 23 inthe San Franciscoarea, 

Members of the Assembly Transporta- 
tion committee who favored the bill were: 
James A, Hayes, A.D, 39 Long Beach; 
L.E. Townsend, AD 67, Torrance; Wadie 
P. Deddeh, AD 77, Chula Vista and Craig 
Biddle, 74, Riverside, who was sort of 
in-between, L,E. Townsend introduced 
the footwear bill which failed. 

Those who opposed the helmet pro- 
vision were David Negri, AD 41Granada 
Hills; Walter Karabian, AD 45; Monterey 
Park; Peter Schabarum, AD 49, Covina, 
Dave Negri has been most helpful to our 
cause, 

Members of the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee who opposed the hel- 
met provision were John Burton, (who 
put in the amendment to remove hel- 
mets) AD 20, San Francisco; Carl Brit- 
Schgi, AD 26, Redwood City; Stewart 
Hinckley, AD 73 (who put in the amend- 
ment to remove eye protection require- 
ments) Redlands; Leon Ralph, AD 55, 
Los Angeles and Don Mulford, AD 16 
Piedmont. 

Senators who opposed helmet provi- 
sions in Senate Transportation were Lou 
Cusanovich, SD 23, Van Nuys; Fred 
Marler SD 2, Redding; Alan Short, SD 6, 
Stockton; Lawrence Walsh, SD 30, Hun- 
tington Park, (who put in the amendment 
to remove helmets); Joseph Kennick, 
SD 33, Long Beach; Alfred Alquist, SD 
13, San Jose; Milton Marks, SD 9, San 
Francisco, and, ultimately, Randolph 
Collier, who had strongly favored hel- 
mets the previous year, SD 1, Yreka. 
Sen. Cusanovich was one of the original 
opponents of helmet legislation, standing 
almost alone when the 1967 bill went all 
the way to the Senate Finance committee 
where it was stopped by: George Miller, 
SD 7, Martinez; Howard Way SD 15, 
Exeter; Walter Stiern, 18, Bakersfield, 
and Stephen Teale, SD 3, Calaveras 
County. 

Senator Lagomarsino, SD 24, Ojai, 
favored helmets, as did Sen, Donald 
Grunsky, SD 17, Watsonville and Tom 
Carrell, SD 22, San Fernando, Ralph С. 
Dills, SD 32, Long Beach, who authored 
the Senate bill, continued to favor hel- 
mets but was agreeable to the amend- 
ment removing them, 

Other legislators who oppose helmet 
and similar requirements are Senators 
George Danielson, SD 27, Los Angeles, 
John Schmitz, SD 34, Tustin and Assem- 
blyman Floyd Wakefield, AD 52, South 
Gate, 

Voting on the footwear bill of Assem- 


blyman Townsend, AB 366 was as fol- 
lows:

The bill required 42 votes to pass and 
therefore failed. All others were not 
present for the vote. Some seeming in- 
consistencies between opinions in March 
on the footwear bill and opinions in April 
about the helmet provisions are explained 
by the fact that a number of legislators 
who previously favored helmets altered 
their views in the course of the hearings 
after hearing the facts and meeting 
the helmets, 

In general, those who oppose this kind 
of bill without persuasion are those who 
oppose more laws. Those who believe 
government should help its citizens have 
to be shown that a specific piece of legis- 
lation will not help, before they will 
oppose it, Otherwise, the opinion on the 
bill was split across party lines and 
followed no pattern. 

Governor Ronald Reagan favored the 
helmet legislation and included it in his 
*program"' which gave ita sortof prior- 
ity status and also limited the opposition 
of some of the Republican leaders in the 
legislature who privately opposed the 
whole idea,

It looks as though other factories are 
getting interested in Moto-Cross in the 
United States. Last week we had the 
Bultaco group join the International 
Moto-Cross set with a factory rider, 
Wiertz from Belgium. We also under- 
stand that Nick Nicholson and the Greeves 
factory will be sponsoring Bryan Wade 
from England. Bryan will not be com- 
peting until the Westlake event and will 
compete in the last four events on a 
Greeves, 

If this series turns out to be success- 
ful, in 1969 our International Moto-Cross 
series in the United States could con- 
ceivably have represented every major 
Moto-Cross machine manufactured in 
the world. Naturally, we hope this does 
occur because it would bring us good 
riders from all over the world anda look 
at the equipment which is available for 
Americans to purchase. 

For anyone who hasn’t seen speedway 
racing this Saturday night would bea good 
time to start. It will be the last chance 
to see Ivan Mauger, the 1968 World's 
Speedway Champion, The 2000 specta- 
tors, and forty-odd riders and pit-crew 
who saw Ivan last Saturday at Whiteman 
Stadium were more than impressed. 

Naturally, since he is the World's 
Champion and we have only been racing 
speedway for the last three or four 
months after many years, our riders 
can't keep up with Ivan, But a great deal 
can be learned by observing his techni- 
que and style of speedway racing. White- 
man Stadium being such a short course, 
it doesn't show off Ivan’s talents,, 

I think it would be a thrill to see him 
compete on a mile course with lap times 
of around 34 seconds on a 500cc JAP, 
This machine, in many aspects, looks like 
nothing more than a Schwinn bicycle with 
an engine, 

Ivan is not only a world's champion but 
also a gentleman-- very soft spoken and 
well mannered. Hardly what you would 
expect in the tight competition of world's 
championship speedway racing. He isa 
native of New Zealand and rides under 
the ACU, He is also Great Britain's 
champion, In a six-month period, Ivan 
competes in approximately 110 events.

AROUND

O.K., scrambles riders, are yougoing 
to let the desert brigade show us up? 
Maybe you’ve noticed there’s a hassle 
on about trail bikes going the full course 
in the desert, Now scramblers have 
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something just as important going but [ 
sure don’t see many letters to the editor. 

I’m talking about the mass start, The 
District and the Competition Committee 
are going to have to decide about when 
and if, it can be used. Butit'llbe hard to 
make a decision if they can't find out 
what the riders themselves want, 

If you belong to a club your opinions 
are taken care of by your representatives 
and are argued over at club meetings. 
But what about all those who don't be- 
long? They still have a say on what the 
rules are to be, So, let the Competition 
Committee, Cycle News, or me person- 
ally know what your opinion is. 

Гуе had lots of people speak to me 
about it, but some letters might help, So 
far the majority like the idea. They say 
mass starts tighten up the day and we've 
spotted the fact that some riders do 
much better on longer races, They get 
warmed up about the 5th lap and keep 
going instead of pulling. into the pits after 
four or five, only to find themselves 
cooling off from sitting around for an 
hour waiting for their next moto. 

Everybody gets to ride for points, No 
longer are there those poor guys who 
sometimes rides one small heat, can't 
even make the semi and goes home with 
nuttin', just a few laps for their money. 

There are objections too thatare worth 
thinking about, So far the idea has worked 
but we want to see what willhappen come 
spring when the greatest number of 
riders show up at scrambles and sheer 
weight of numbers will prohibit mass 
starts for safety's sake, Touch wood and 
whistle that things have worked so far. 
But the start of all those 250cc Novices 
Sunday got a bit sticky when they all got 
down to the first turn at Huntington! 

Perhaps the rule could read that the 
mass start is not to be used when X 
number of riders are entered, But until 
that number is reached it will be up to 
the sponsoring club to decide, Of course, 
each track will differ as to the number 
of bikes that can safely start all atonce, 

Also, there's the possibility that lazy 
clubs who are a bit slow at organizing 
heats may use the mass start as a way 
out of doing the extra work, But anyway, 
let's all give some constructive thought 
to this. And if you have an opinion on it 
let someone know, 

There’s a story in this issue about the 
impounding of bikes at Huntington Beach 
Sunday. Pm planning a special piece on 
this stolen bikes routine, I’ve been 
promised the full co-operation of the 
Huntington Beach police department in 
«telling it like it is.” The department 
unfortunately stepped on the toes of 
scramblers first, thereby irritating rid- 
ers who aren’t used to seeing policemen 
in racing pits, But one thing’s for sure— 
we’ll have to get used to it, and Hunting- 
ton won’t be the only one checked, 

See you at Corriganville, and would you 
believe the Dirt Diggers had over 1100 
entries this year, the biggest ever? This 
means that sporting riders will support 
that race come Europeans or no Euro- 
peans, And some of the faces you’ll see 
there could conceivably do wellat Dallas 
the same day. But this is Corriganville, 
man, and they want to ride there!

Mauger Screams 
to Wins 
on Full Lock 


Nicholson’s 
Records Fall

PACOIMA, Cal., Oct, 26 — Out under 
the arc lights at Whiteman Stadium 
Saturday rolled one of the damndest 
sights you'd ever want to see. 

Just ask anyone who was there — 
and it was close to standing room 
only, "They let loose a buzzing 
buzzsaw...!" 


It was Australian Ivan Mauger (pro- 
nounced Major) the International Speed- 
way Racing King of 1968, making his 
initial U.S, appearance. No one could 
touch him, although John Hateley caught 
up once, 

Just how fast is this Ivan Mauger? 
Well, for one thing, he left a JAP on the 
full-lock screw for such a long time in 
his practice laps that the machine just 
died under him in the third lap! It got 
tied up tighter than the laces on your 
shoes. 

Now we’ve all heard revs before but 
this sounded more like a McCulloch chain 
saw. 

It was the Aussie Buzzsaw, Ivan Mau- 
ger, revving the sacred red line right off 
the dial on the replacement JAP. Along 
the way he shattered all three track 
records, the one lap, the two and the 
four. It makes you wonder, just what he 
would have done — had he been in shape, 

What was wrong with his shape? Well, 
nothing. But he hadn't been to bed for 28 
hours, flying over the North Pole from 
England. He looked tired. 

Afterward, Mauger said smiling; 
“This is a fine track, but it really isn't 
as large as my workshop at home,’ 


Could Jimmy Have Won? 

And yet, what if Jimmy Nicholson had 
been there? Would the outcome have 
been different? After all, Whiteman race- 
way had been the home away from home 
for '*The Fence Flailer," Nicholson. 

The new track marks set by Mauger, 
are really not that much faster than those 
reached by Jimmy. Ivan beat the first 
record by about half a second, Nichol- 
son’s other mark was bested by about a 
fifth of a second. So, with Nicholson іп 
hospital, now just coming out of traction 
after a freeway accident, Mauger didn’t 
have to beat our best.

Hateley actually got a 
wheel under Ivan as they zipped through 
the second turn, and the crowd came to 
its feet in a thundering ovation. 

So, just consider what you’ll be seeing 
this week, when Mauger will be joined by 
his riding compatriot — ‘‘The Timber 
Toppin' Kangaroo" Barry Briggs, Barry 
has won the World Championship in four 
different years...! 

Except for the nine special races fea- 
turing Mauger, Hateley, Ed Mulder, Jack 
O'Brien, Steve Scott, Chuck Jones, De 
Wayne Keeter, Johnny Carter, Elliott 
Schultz, Paul Conserriere and Larry 
Heinselman all the races were run on à 
straight progression system, 23 rounds 
in all, 

The first Semi Main was won by Jack 
O'Brien, In the second Semi, it was 
DeWayne Jones, The third went to Paul

And, how about that seventh heat race 
of the evening? AMA high point Amateur 
rider in the nation, Mark Brelsford, mak- 
ing his initial appearance on a speedway 
machine, plowed under a substantial field

Bergquist also 
missed the course, His miscue came in 
the high, bushy country about two miles 
out, He took a couple of riders with him 
too. This allowed Mike Patrick, #7 on a 
Norton Twin to take the lead position,

It was said by those who had seen the 
masterpiece that it would never be 
equalled in this world’s life, Its ending 
still seems a mystery to me as I’m sure 
it will to you.

Lenar and Aldana both rode BSA 
Victors but Sprague’s Triumph was gear- 
ed for the Tijuana TT Sunday. He bor- 
rowed a Victor, only to have it drop a 
chain in both of the first two motos, 


on the rear. The wheels would, in turn, 
if the machine were moved twenty feet 
or more, tell the accurate time of day. 
There were two pointers attached to the 
framework which pointed to thenumbers 
and indicated the time readings, Several 
short runs were made and with each halt 
of movement the time could indeed be 
read accurately. 

The speculators were impressed with 
this unique feature for surely there was 
a demand for a machine that could trans- 
port and tell time in the process, Thisit 
would seem was a step toward the 
furtherment of civilization. The invest- 
ors submitted offers to Caus for his 
consideration and departed to consider 
other inventions on the Isle, 

With the acceptance of his invention by 
Society Caus was filled with excitement 
and since it was proper to fill one's body 
with grog at the receiving of good news 
he rode his invention to Barnaby's pub 
in Felton six miles down the Isle. The 
machine ran perfectly down the twisty 
trails to Barnaby’s and the wheels read 
five-o-five as he parked his pride in the 
alley alongside the pub, 

To celebrate his fortunate escapade 
with the investors he did, in highfashion, 
partake of much grog. Too much grog 
perhaps. For as the tale was told to me, 
Caus drank so heavily that Barnaby had 
to awaken him at midnight to close his 
pub. Still stunned with the effects of too 
much grog Caus staggered from the pub 
to his awaiting machine which was now 
almost hidden by fog. 

The townfolk still awake at this hour 
gathered to bid him farewell and offer 
last congratulations on his good fortune. 
After several unsuccessful attempts the 
boiler was lighted and Caus, shakily, 
mounted his fine steed. With a belch of 
steam and aclatter of metal parts he rode 
off into the fog towards his shopin Sware 
six miles to the north,

KERN COUNTY, Cal., Oct. 22 — A boy 
who had been lying in a desertravinefor 
two days with a broken leg was rescued 
by four Shamrock M,C, riders, 

For Roger Rowe, 17, the misadventure 
began Sunday when he took off after the 
riders in the Southern California Hare & 
Hound here. He was not an entrant, 
About 11 a.m. he went off the course in 
the area of Red Rock Canyon, near the 
playground. Tumbling into a 30-foot 
ravine, he broke a leg. 

Ron Sloan, president of District 37, 
put out a chain-telephone emergency call 
to riders in the area 7:30 p.m, Monday 
when he found out the boy was missing. 
Tuesday morning at 6 a.m. about 50 
riders showed up for the search. 

Rowe was discovered by Tom Center, 
Ed Mussleman, Andre Pellon and Chuck 
Hammer, all Shamrocks, at 11 a.m. 
Tuesday. 

Two helicopters were used in the 
search, One belonged to the District, the 
other to the Kern County Search and 
Rescue Team. 

Rowe made a make-shift splint out of 
a stick and his shoelaces, To try to at- 
track attention he kept his Hodaka 90 in 
such a position that it would be easiest to 
catch sight of the silver gas tank.

It all started when Bob Evans, ful- 
filling one of the requirements of Ex- 
plorer Scouting in Adelaide, Australia 
had to plan and make a journey.

He keeps 
doing things like running down the length 
of Baja California and back on a Yamaha 
80 in 76 hours, Or how about Los 
Angeles to the equator in Ecuador ona 
100сс Moto- Beta, 5000 miles in опе 
week, Or Athena, Oregon to Anchorage, 
Alaska, 7000 miles, on a Hodaka, in one 
week, in January, and then back again. 

There was a lot to be said about this 
canoe idea, First, he'd never been in a 
canoe, Second, it would be dangerously 
under powered, Third, he couldn't swim 
worth a damn. And fourth, there'd be no 
one around for miles. A real natural,

boat was fiberglass, 24', He and Wixom 
Bros, built it. With all his gear and the 
35 Ib, Yamaha outboard, it works out to 
250 lb. per hp. 

For the record, he left the mouth of 
the Colorado on September 29 and ar- 
rived in La Paz, older but wiser as they 
say, 13 days, 10 hours, 42 minutes later, 

That's about like going from L,A, to 
Frisco and back again, and then up again, 

In his spare moments he scribbled a 
41-page diary for his wife. Here is an 
excerpt from his first night out; 

San Felipe, Saturday evening, 7:30: 
“Moon drops below horizon, I keep 
wandering around under anchor. Com- 
pletely dark, Head for shore, Low tide, 
Am stranded on beach. 

*Am completely wet, cold & hungry. 
Going to have coffee while sitting in 
boat. Start coffee going and everything 
fine, Big breaker rocks boat, Stove falls 
over, spills fuel over bottom of boat, On 
fire. Flames licking towards 20 gallons 
of gas in plastic cans, Spare engine in 
bottom of boat goes up in flames, its 
gas tank on fire, 

“I! roll out of boat. The whole sky is 
lit up from the flames, I take three big 
leaps and jump into the next breaker to 
dowse the flames, Am not burned too 
bad. Boat is afire and everything in it, 

*Rush over and throw cold sea water 
into boat. This helps some but gas floats 
on water and is spreading. Fire deeper 
into the hull, Rip off jacket soaked in 
water and smother flame, What excite- 
ment, Licking my wound and waiting for 
daylight. Is a long night.” 

Some guys do funny things to prove 
who they are.

Black Marks | 
Green Streak

A pleasant Saturday afternoon in au- 
tumn: what better way to enjoy myself 
than to be introduced to Saddleback Park 
and Kawasaki’s newest Mountain Lion by 
AMA National winner Walt Fulton III as 
my guide and guru? 

The mechanism I had chosen was the 
‘Green Streak," the latest version of 
Kawasaki's popular 250cc moto-cross 
single. It just arrived from Japan, and 
I've got the first one in private hands 
(cackle), I like it. As a matter of fact, 
we’re engaged to be married on the 20th 
of next month, so beserk am I about it, 

After getting a passel of complaints, 
mostly minor, about their old F21M 
Scrambler, Kawasaki went back to the 
drawing boards and tried to improve the 
machine for the American rider and for 
American riding. The machine's more of 
a flat-out banzai ‘‘desert road race’’ 
Scrambler than a European-type upsy- 
downsy moto-cross machine. It has two 
horsepower more than before, anda peak 
power range of 500-1000 rpm higher than 
the previous model. | 


Meat In The Midrange 

Itis also supposed to have more meat 
in the midrange, and this torque increase 
comes about with an improved exhaust 
system, The compression has been 
raised from 6.7 to 7.5, and behind a 
larger, freer-breathing side cover there 
nestles a 28mm carb, 2mm wider than 
the old one, And the exhaust port's been 
raised — but you can be sure I’m not 
thinking about such trivial matters as I 
rip up the mountainsides behind Walt’s 
“freight train” 55’’ Harley. 


‘You want to go, to the beginner’s 
course?’’ he asked, smiling slyly, 

“Damn the beginner’s! Full speed 
ahead!" I shot back, bravely, foolishly. 

We took off, one swift kick igniting the 
single into life; it crackled idling, and a 
little flick of the wrist made her give out 
a healthy yowl, speaking to me from an 
expansion chamber the size of an oxygen 
tank; this item was snug up against her 
lean green bod, and hung into the exhaust 
port with two springs, The ‘Green 
Streak’’ nickname refers to the lime- 
flavored paint job on the itty-bitty gas 
tank, for your information, and thatves- 
sel showed a remarkable propensity to 
empty itself frequently as we motored 
through hill and dale: like many sweet 
young things, likes to chugalug her drink. 
And without the niceties of automatic 
oiling, either: I had almost forgotten how 
to concoct what the British call “‘petroil’’ 
in the gas tank, I suspect that much of 
that fuel zips right past the combustion 
chamber and goes tumbling out of the 
exhaust port, in all high-power strokers, 

There is definitely more giddyup in 
this model, This is illustrated by the 
exhaust port, a couple of stories higher 
than on the previous model, Kawasaki’s 
master race tuner Bill Bastian says that 
for ‘‘optimum power’? (that’s the kind that 
shears boulders in half from a standing 
start) the port should be opened up 1mm 
higher yet. 








WHUMPH! No, that wasn’t me.I was 
innocently crabbing my lightweight down 
the side of a steep peak, sidewinder- 
style, when I happened to look back to 
see the monster Harley out of control. It 
was gaining velocity rapidly and Walt 
had to drop it. 

Somehow he started on the downgrade, 
and with one smart kick I bawled away 
after him, Then on to the TT Track, and 
the leviathan twin thundered past me and 
was gone, I didn’t compete much in 
that race. 


I headed for the moto-cross track in- 
stead — and that place is an eye-opener 
in anybody’s book, Here’s where the 
Green Streak’s gutty torque came in 
handy: often when my left foot was too 
busy fending off a huge and ferocious dirt 
bank to pluck at the shift lever, I just 
squeezed on the throttle and the flexible 
rotary valve engine propelled me up up 
and suddenly away. 


That’s another change, by the way: in- 
stead of a fiber disc, the new machine 
uses a steel one. It hasa larger cutaway, 
mainly because of the more radical in- 
take timing, 


Needed Softer Shocks 


The one ugly part of the machine was 
the absence of rear damping, The shock 
absorbers must have been the Bonneville 
variety, for they were for much smooth- 
er surfaces than I found that day. They 
weren’t soft enough for the wildly soaring 
and rippling track, either. 

And that moto-cross track is a bear, 
daddy. You can be a soft-muscled sissy 
and still road race all day, but three laps 
or so around the Saddleback moto-cross 
circuit and you'd swear you'd just been 
worked over by the most sadistic drill 
sergeant at Paris Island, Moto-Cross is 
for the he-man, the guy who rips tall 
oaks out of the ground when they get in 
his way. 

But even for a faster, tougher rider 
than I am, the bike would be more ap- 
pealing with a set of ‘Cherry Annies” 
on the rear, The front forks, on the other 
hand, seem fine, They managed to gobble 
up all the bumps, thumps, dips and 
ripples I could find, 

My kidneys couldn’t stand it, though. 
They croaked. So I decided to go hill- 
climbing, instead. 

One look at the Matterhorn Hill Climb 
was enough to send me to the soft drink 
stand, (Thought balloon) ‘‘The only way 
to ascend this wall of sheer rock is (a) 
with a pick and axe (b) with a rocket 
engine in your tail. The three who have 
accomplished the feat had neither, how- 
ever, Just Triumph TR-6’s,
